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" COUNTY PAUPERS.

Among the matters considered by
the county court at its session yester-
day were numerous and sundry bills
presented for provisions furnished sev-
eral county paupers. The bills includ-
ed sardines, ecream, oranges, marma-
lade pears, eggs at 40 cents a dozen,
applea, chipped beef, Mocha and Java
coffee al 50 cents a pound, and all the
delicacles of teh season, In fact, they
are living on the fat of the land
Corned beef and cabbage, liver and on-
fons, bolled beef and spuds and other
solid and substantial foods do not ap-
pear upon the bllls, Nearly all the
paupers are healthy, strong and able-
bodled, mostly women, with five or six
race suiciders to provide for. Some of
the children are old enough to work,
but are unable to do so on wecount
of the rich diet furnished by the county
court to the pauper parents.

It has cost Clatsop county $3816 to
supply these pdupsrs. with food and
provisions thé past year, and the
amount s constantly growing. If the
paupers would e content to live on
common food, and did not Insist on pie
and other dellcacles, the county curt
might audit the bills without any com-
punctions of conscience, but when the
paupers live better than the members
of the county court can afford to, they
have come to.fhe conclusion to draw
the line. A few years ago, the pauper
element were living on the fat of the
land and a local paper exposed them.
It was shown that ohe woman who was
drawing $10 a month from the county,
had loaned out several hundred dol-
lars on bouts and nets to fishermen in
Unlontown. Andther had loaned a
rancher 3300, The Itimized bills dis-
closed that every delicacy In the
market was chiFgbd®b the county und
the blils pald, ~

The county caurt has dome to the
conclusion that the paupers are llable
to be troubled with acute Indigestion
if they continue In thelr recklegs course
of living, and the several paupers who
are boarding on the county will be
cited to appenr béfore the county court
at its meeting In January to show cause
why a portion at least of the ice cream,

cream, marmalades, jellies,
swiss cheese and other extras should
not be cut out of the bill of fare, and
more substantizl food substituted. An
Investigation will also be made as to
how much money they have got loaned
out, with a view of cutting down thalr
allowance,

What Clatsop county needs is a poor
farm. There are today about 30 paup-
ers living off the county. Over half of
this number are at 8t. Mary's hospital,
most of whom are old and Infirm, and
unable to earn a living, The others
are scaltered over different portlons of
the county, one of whom s reported
te be a cook In a logging camp, and
one has & position.on o small ranch on
Youngs river. If A county poor farm
were established and these paupers
compelled to go there and work, ac-
cording to thelr'abMity, there would not
be six paupers on the county. A pau-
per is similarly constituted to the
tramp. Owling 0 a defect In the or-
wanic act of their construction they are
troubled with constitutional weariness,
making any kind of labor at any and
all times attended with great bodlly
pain. In a number.of cases when the
county have examined. a candidate for
the position of pauper on the county,
and denied them the regular allowance,
the paupers have been compelled to go
to work to obtaln a livilhood, but where
the county geants théem $8 to 37 per
month In grocerles, they are llable to
press the limit. They buy luzurles with
the money allowed by the county and
take the Interest on money they have
loaned out to buy the common neces-
surles of Nfe. If they all sent
to a poor farm where only the
fire provided,

they would probably hunt for
Job after the first week,

The county court I8 Inclined to the
belief that it I¥ being Imposed upon
Someé kind, Christlan woman goes to
the county court with a tale of woe
depleting the puffering and destitution
of some poor woman who has been left
with from filve to & dozen children on
her hands, and the court, relying upon

' able, particularly to women,

these statements, makes an order, put-
ting them on the pauper list of the
county and provide an allowance for
them. In many cases the charlty be-
stowed I8 deserving, while on some, it
is unwarranted. It is for this reason
that the county court has declded to

~ |bave these mendicants brought before

the tribunal of justice, not only to
ascertaln who are worthy to be sup-
ported at the expense of the county,
but to Impress upon the minds of the
actually destitute, that rich food Is pro-
ductive of dyspepsia, gout and other
allments that their weak constitutions
cannot stand .and it Is probable that
orders will be hssued to the grocers
to eliminate dellcacies from the articles
furnished,

A county poor farm ocan be mlr-
chnsed quite reasonable, and can be
made self-sustaining. The only cost
would be the salary of a superintend-
ent, and even this could be pald for
from products ralsed on the farm.
There is one pauper in Astoria, walking
the streets every day, that is objection-
He should
be placed on a poor farm. He |Is able
lo work, at least do light chores and
could pay for the cost of keeping him.
A poor woman with several children,
could find a home for her children and
she would be able to go out and work.
The children could make themselves
useful and be kept there until able to
work for themselves, This would be
a benefit to the mother and the chil-
dren and the expense to the county
would not be felt, The only solution of
the pauper question Is to buy a poor
furm, There will be less paupers and
the cost of malntaining the farm would
be less than half the cost of supporting
paupers,

THE BALLOT IN COLORADO,

The news dispatches from Colorado
have given but littele Information
about teh actual condition of affairs
there. Governor Peabody has been
represented as Intending to do violence
to the law In order to retain his office
by force. The actual condition os
shopn by the Denver press Is that
Governor Peabody Is not doing any-
thing. The federal courts have juris-
diction of offenses agninst the fran-
chise committed at electlons when
meémbers of congress and presidential
electors are chosen. The federal court
in Denver has assumed this jurisdic-
tion and already twenty-six accused
people are under arrest, one of them
being & woman voter. This batch all
belong to the local democritic machine,
but it Is not probable that all the
frauds were committed by the mem-
beérs of one party. When the courts
get through with the large number of
cases brought before them, It will be
known who was legally elsctad gover-
nor, and not before, .

It is not remarkabla that Governor
Peabody suffered politically for his
effort to malntain order In Colorado
What he did there was done beforw his
time in Idaho by Governor Steunen-
berg, a democrat and a very abls man.
His enforcement of the law and pro-
tection of life and property by drastic

archy in the state, but his action retired
him from politics, Instead of his baing
renominated, as the Colomdo republic-
ans rénominated Peabody, it will not

NOVEMBER REPORT

Master Fish Warden Van Dusen
Submits His Monthly Report.

WORK AT THE HATCHERIES

Giving Account of Work Done and Re-
sults Actually Obtained in the
Propogation of Salmon
in Oregon,

Astoria, Ore, December 1.

To the Honorable Board of Fish Com-
missloners, Salem, Ore:  Gentlemen:
The recelpts of the office during the
month have been us per the following:
From account of licenses Issued in
district No. 1, 383 district No, 2, M-
000.50.

The work done on the (ighway over
the falls of the Willamette river by
Ernest P, Rands, contractor, has been
completed. and fully accepted by the
state's engineer, J. W. Moftatt, in ae-
cordance with a report flled to that
effect with this office, which In sub-
stance |8 as follows:

Oregon City, Ore, Nov, 29, 1904,

Dear 8ir: 1 have the honor to sub-
mit the following report on the work
done on the stite fshway at this place:

I hereby certify that Ernest P, Rands,
contractor for the above mentioned
fishway, has completed sald fishway,
according to plana and specifications
made by me and adopted by the state
board of fish commlssioners on the Mi
day of September, 1903, and In accord-
ance with conitracts entered Into by
him October 2, 1903,

That he and hils workmen followed
instructions given by me a8 nearly as
practicable in  the construction and
completion of sald work. That all work
has been done wccording with plans
above mentioned, except pools Nos 13
ahd 14, walch are not quite 10 feet
wide , as called for, ax the natural
seams In the rock left the walls more
solid, and as the width at this point,
which s the crest of the falls, Is nmple
to carry all water, and It belng a place
where a great amount of drift Is car-
ried over, 1 declded It was better than
to risk weakening the walls,

All work was done for the amount
stipulated In the contract ($2600), but
as the Willametle Pulp & Paper Com-
pany completed a concrete dam, It was
made poasible, and very necessary to
[complete pool No, 10, not shown on
orlginal plan, which required n revert-
ment wall, which forma a resting pool
#0 feet long by 40 feet wide and 10 feet
deep, and decreases the rise al the crest
of the falls, and also prevents the side
current, which at this,point cronses the
fishway.

In accOrdance with contracts” Mr,
Rands Is entitled to 31400, balance due
he having recelved 31200,
and to 147 cuble yards of concrele at
$10 per cuble yard, $1470, and 23 cuble
yards of rock excavation at $4.60 per
cuble yard, $108.50, making the total
due Mr. Rands $2073.50,

Hatchery Operations.

The work of collecting ¢ggs at mnll
hatcheriea this season hos been very
encournging, especlally wuas this so at
the South Coos river hatchery, where
they sueceeded In getting 6,600,000 chil-
nook eggs, which crowded the hatchery
to Its fullest capacity, and In addition
thereto 3,646,000 sllversides’ eggs were
taken and Impregnated and planted on
the gravel bars above the hatchery,
From recent reports recelved from Su-
perintendent Smith It seems Lhat after
getting his hatchery full of eggs he
estimates that he let fully 20,000 salmon
go by, every one of which lot, with the
weather conditions favoring the work,
could have been held and spawned,
which would have assured him of at
least 20,000,000 more eggn. During the
past two years this hatchery has done
exceptionally good work but never bes
fore has the showing been quite equal
lo this year.
Yaquina Hatchery.
At the YTagquina hatchery good results
are alsp being obtalned and it looks
very much as though their new hatehe
ery will be crowded to its fullest ca~
pacity before the season's work of tak-
ing egg? I8 over, From reports recelved
they have collected 2,607,000 chinook
eggd and about 1000000 silversides,
The workson the sliversides will last
throughout the rest of this month,
which will no doubt assure them of two
or three milllon more eggs.
Ontario Hatchery.

After finishing up the work on the
Chinook salmon at our Ontarlo statlon
this year, I allowed the racks to remaln
In nerons the Snake river to determine,
If possible, whether any of the sllver-
f#lde varlety of salmon ascended that
far up the river to spawn. Thess racks
werg kept In, perfectly Intict, until the
2ist of November, with Lhe result that
not n sllverside nor a full chinook
showed up, whereupon they were taken
out and stowed wway for the winter, 1
have always been In doublt about the
regular sllverside salmon of the Co
lumbla going so far to apawn, and as
